Since May, 2010 the Wasboe County Medical Exanriner & Coroner's Office has
joindered on the forensic toxicology testing agreement with the National Medical Service
(NMS) resulting from Clark County Bid No. 603594-15 (OA No. 4610004870) with 4
annual renewals

National Medical Service (NMS) was the chosen provider for Clark County as well as

Washoe County as they are a nationally accredited laboratory with an excellent reputation
for work product and case fumaround time.

NMS provides all of the forensic toxicology testing for the Washoe County Medical
Exarniner's Office. It should be noted that this office also sends its *Outside Agency''
samples to NMS, and that by the end of this fiscal year, the office will have received
approximately $56,000 payment in kind reimbursements from these agencies.

Caseload:

During calendar year 2012 (the fust year of contacting with NMS), the
Medical Examiner/Coroner (MECO) received 3,066 reported deaths. Of
those, 789 had autopsies or medical examinations performed.

During calendar year 2015, the MECO received 3818 reported deaths. Of
those 913 had autopsies or medical examinations.

For the same period last year (11112015 - 2/2812015 vs. lll/2016 thru
2128116) MECO received 34 more reported cases demonstating continued
upward tending of case numbers for 2016.

Case Complexity:

Cases have become more complex due to necessary assays for ooexotic

(and) designer" drugs.

Cases often require more extensive toxicology testing due to increasing
numbers and varieties of prescription drugs.

Laboratory vendors have increased test fees upon contract anniversary
dates (i.e., 5.18% - 2012, 3% - 2014, 2% - 2015, 3% - 2016).

FISCAL IMPACT

No fiscal impact. The Medical Examiner's Office has sufficient budget authority for the
increase.
